FIRING A T HIRTEEN INCH GUN. 

Tlia Monitor Ka.lly Handled by Aid 
Water Power. 

The great gun is mounted on a 
forged steel carriage, on the top of 
which there are slides which receive 
the saddle to which the gun is e 
ped with big steel hoops. At tht 
of tho carriage there is a cylinder 
that connects with the gun saddle, 
and when tho little lever connecting 
with the steam pump is thrown over, 
tho water is forced into this, and the 
piston runs out, carrying the gun 
forward on the slides. 

When the shock of the recoil comes, 
the gun is throw back to the rear of 
the slides, iu position for loading.

NOT BLOWN OFF BY THE WIND. 

ChUfcW F«atli*r» 1ll»„ nr, I na the V.P- 

anlt of BlMtHalty In the Storm. 

About a year ago tho telegraphic 
dispatches contained tin account of a 
windstorm in Missouri which not 
only blew down houses and fences 
and caused great loss of life, hut ac- 
tually stripped tho feathers from a 
rooster. The correspondent stated 
that not even the pinfeathers were 
left, and his description of how the 
cock next morning strutted forth, 
flapped his naked wings and crowed 
with a somewhat disfigurcd-but-still- 
in the ring style caused considerable 
merriment. It was reasoned that a 
wind of such force would have blown 
the fowl to Jericho, and the writer 
was set down as a Munchausen. Sci- 
entific research, however, sustains 
the story, hut ascribes the rooster's 
condition to another cauBe. 

A writer in Der Stein der Weisen 
says: "Among the most astonishing 
effects of whirlwinds must lie reck- 
oned the well supported facts that 
on their cessation birds exposed to 
them have been found stripped of 
their feathers, and people with every 
shred of clofhing torn from them. 
These effects cannot possibly be as- 
cribed to the wind. The force nec- 
essary would have sufficed, to trans- 
port the objects away bodily. Nu- 
merous similar occurrences were ob- 
served in Fram e In the tornadoes 
which prevailed there three years 
ago, and these wer* 1 gradually brought

which could not possibly have re- 
sulted from the wind. These were, 
first, oaks split down the center fora 
length of SJU to 2"< feet. Second, pop- 
lars and beeches for lengths of 0 to 
12 feet were shivered into sticks of 
uniform thickness. For example, a 
beech tree IB inches diameter was 
split into more than 500 sticks a centi- 
meter thick, 2 centimeters broad and 
31 centimeters long. Third, firs and 
other resinous trees had their stems 
cut clean through, leaving almost 
even surfaces. These phenomena and 
others of a kindred nature can be as- 
cribed only to electricity." 



James T. Evidge of the Quaker

O.ld Ilox Otflce Receipts.

Some 
years ago Mile. Zelle of the Theatre 
Lyriquo at Paris, on a professional 
tour around the world, gave a con- 
cert at the Society islands in the 
south Pacific. It was arranged that 
in payment for an air from "Norma" 
and three or four other selections she 
was to get one- third of the receipts. 
Her share consisted of three pigs, 23 
turkeys, 44 chickens, 5,000 cocoanuts 
and considerable quantities of banan- 
as, lemons and oranges.

Now, th? Boston tongue is not diffi- 
cult of acquirement, but at cannot be 
learned from books it must be ab- 
sorbed. When written, it bears a 
close resemblance to English or even 
to New York, but when spoken it do 
parts very largely, though not in the 
manner that is so frequently spoken 
by those who do not know. 

Take its very name, for instance. 
Most people say "Borston," and some 
say "Bosting," but the latter is more 
correct and will be quite so if the na- 
sal termination is dropped and the 
last syllable merely nipped, while 
retaining the short and explosive 
sound of the o. 

People say "Inglish," but this is 
not correct in Boston, where it be- 
comes "Aenglish." Here, when we 
want to say "been," we do not call it 
"bin," but "bean," which has a thor- 
oughly characteristic flavor. I have 
not time to make a pronouncing dic- 
tionary of Boston just now, though I 
feel that the work is one which would 
amply repay the investigator, but be- 
fore passing on 1 would like to warn 
students of the language against hav- 
ing too much confidence and trying 
to speak it before thoroughly quali- 
fied. 

Be very careful not to say that so 
and so "faffed and larfed," for there 
is nothing which so thoroughly calls 
forth the contempt <*f "cold rotist 
Bostou" as this mixing of its pronun 
ciation with some other and totally 
extraneous one. 

Do not say "noos" in one breath 
and "Chuesday" in the next, or you 
will be quietly "larfed" at, and 
should you speak of your swellest 
thoroughfare as other than "the arv- 
enyer" you will be declasse at once.
